the manoiaoturers of this oitj that a 
^ e a t strike will take place in New York 
about May 1, and that over 100,000 nen 
will be thrown out of work. All brnnches 
of the piano and furniture makers have 
made a demand for shorter hours. As 
yet the question of wages has not been 
settled." 


A BIG STBIKB PKOBABIJE. 


TBOT, N. Y., April 27.—There is a 
marked uneasiness 
over the demand 
made by the district executive com- 
mittee of the Knights of Labor upon 
the proprietors of seven of the large 
laundries for the adoption of a revised 
list of prices on all kinds of ladies' goods. 
The employers have until noon to-day 
to decide what they will do. 
The new 
list will increase wages about 15 p^r 
cent. 
Should a strike occur, about 10,- 
000 persons would soon be involved. 


THE BBICK: AND STONE WORKS. 


OHIOAGO, April 27.—The effect of the 
eight hour movement upon the brick 
and stone production, it is said, Will 
show itself more plainly than in /any 
other class of building material. 
Last 
year the stone yards of the city turned 
out stone of the value of more than 
$3,000,000 and the brick yards manu- 
factured nearly 
400,003,000 common 
bricks. 
With eight hours work the 
yards ooald not make more than 300,000, - 
000. 
From the present building oatlook 
it seems as if it would be at a loss to find 
a place to put 300.000,000 bricks. 


WANT HIOETBB WAGBS. 


OKIGAOO, April 27.—The employes of 
the Illinois Central Railroad company's 
oar works, have petitioned the compaay 
for an increase of fifteen per cent in the 
wages of laborers and twelve and a half 
per cent, for mechanics.

B u t a few guests are t o be pretw- 
ent, and Rev. .John Cleveland, the Presi- 
dent's brother, is t o perform the ceremony. 
The wealth of flowers in the White House 
conservatories will be drawn upon to flood 
the beautiful rooms with perfume and color. 


There have not been many weddings in 
the White House. 
Nellie Grant's was the 
last. 
President 
Tyler 
took a bride into 
the mansion—^the only President who was 


married during his term. 
Tyler married a 
Miss Gardiner, of New York.' The wedding 
took place in the Church of the Ascension 
in New York City, and the ceremony was 
performed by Bishop 
Onderdonk. 
Van 
Buren was a widower all during his term, 
and gossip often predicted his marriage t o 
a 
charming 
Baltimore 
widow, 
Mrs. 
O'Sullivan, who was a reigning beauty, and 
to whom he paid conspicuous attention. 


There is much t h a t is similar 
between 
Mr. Cleveland's love 
affair and President 
Tyler's. Miss Gardiner, Mr. Tyler's fiancee, 
was the daughter of one of the President's 
best friends. 
As with Mr. Folsom, an ac- 
cident caused Mr. Gardiner's death. 
He 
was one of the ill-fated party of excursion- 
ists who went down the P o t o m a c 
with 
Mr. Upshur, then Secretary of State, and 
Governor 
Gilmer, 
then 
Secretary 
of 
the Navy, on the steamer Princeton, t o t r y 
a new gun. The charge was t o o heavy,,and 
the piece exploded a t the breech, 
killing 
Secretaries Upshur and Gilmer, 
Commo- 
dore Kennon and Colonel Gardiner.^ Mr. 
Tyler befriended Miss Gardiner, 
attended 
personally t o the settlement of her father's 
estate, and his kindness inclined the young 
lady t o favor his suit. 
He was then old 
enough t o t>e her father, as President 
Cleveland is t o be Miss Folsom's father.

S P B I N G F I E L D , MO., April 2 7 . — A t 1 : 3 0 
this morning a mob of four hundred 
armed men surrounded the county jail, 
battered in the doors and took out Qeo. 
Qraham and hong him to a tree. 


At 2 o'clock the mob started out of 
town on Booneville street, with Graham 
in their midst. 


It was thought the mob would ti^e 
Graham to the Molloy farm and hang 
him, and then throw his body into the 
well where his wife's body was found. 


But the leaders of the party artfully 
gave their followers the slip by starting 
in the direction of the Molloy place, but 
changed their courae as soon as the 
others turned back, and while yet within 
thelcity limits hanged him to a tree 
within just one hour after the attack was 
made on the jail 
This note was pinned 


to the body: 


"We heartily welcome all strangers to 
citizenship, who are pure of purpose and 
act of goc^ faith, but we give this as a 
warning to ex-convicts and murderers 
who may hereafter invade in our county, 
to impose on our credulity. 
We also 
give warning that any person or persons 
of any rank or station, who dare to dis- 
cover the actors in this tragedy, will 
be surely and speedily dispatched to 
hell, where all things are revealed to the 
carious. 
Injustice to the memory of 
Sarah Graham, a loving wife, a dear 
mother, whose life was sacrificed at the 
altar of Hecate, we subscribe ourselves. 
CITIZENS OF GREENE COUNTY." 


N. B.—"TO Sheriff Donnell: 
Keep 
your mouth shut. If you recognize any 
of us, you will die the death of a dog." 


It is claimed that Graham, before 
hanging, repeated the declaration that 
neither Mrs. Molloy nor Cora Lee were 
implicated in the murder,

I was 
kept close in the room."

It left most of the estate to 
Mrs. Marie Evans, who has had a bril- 
liant social career on both continents, 
and by her vigorous championship of 
Mrs. Gaines' cause secured her friend- 
ship. 
There w e r e as many witnesses to 
the genuineness of the signattire to this 
will as there were against it, and the 
imprisoned lady has many friends and 
sympathizers. 
It is an illustration of 
the demoralizing effect of thinking too 
much of one's Gaines.

Sixty-seven years ago yesterday the 
Independent Order of Odd Fellows was 
established in Anferica, and the event 
was celebrated by the members of the 
order throught the country. 
The first 
lodge in the United States was organized 
in Baltimore, Md., April 26, 1819, by 
Thomas Wildey and four others. 
The 
following year a lodge was organized in 
Boston, Mass., and the year foUowing 
another in Philadelphia, both of which 
received grand charters from the parent 
lodge at Baltimore. 
A grand 
charter 
was also granted the past gi ands of New 
York in 1823. 
Since that time the order 
has increased and flourished, and is now 
established in every state and territory 
in the union, while organizations have 
been established in Geimany, Switzer- 
land, Australia, South America and the 
Hawaiian Islands that are working un- 
der charters received from the order in 
the United States. 
The order in point of 
numbers ranks among the highest of se- 
cret organizations, and in its benefac 
tions it is second to none. 


The Odd Fellows of northern Indiana 
observed the event at Wabash. 
There 
were present cantons cf patriarchs mili- 
tant from Huntington, Capt. W. White- 
lock; Muncie, Capt. Wysor; North Man- 
chester, Capt. Custer; Warsaw, Capt.
